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Tribune study: Chicago 


red light cameras provide 
few safety benefits

Chicago’s red light cameras fail to deliver the 
dramatic safety benefits long claimed by City 
Hall, according to a first-ever scientific study 
that found the nation’s largest camera program 
is responsible for increasing some types of in- 
jury crashes while decreasing others. 

The state-of-the-art study commissioned 
by the Tribune concluded the cameras do not 
reduce injury-related crashes overall—under- 
cutting Mayor Emanuel’s primary defense of 
a program beset by mismanagement, malfunc- 
tion and a $2 million bribery scandal. 

Emanuel has credited the cameras for a 
47 percent reduction in dangerous right-angle, 
or “T-bone,” crashes. But the Tribune study, 
which accounted for declining accident rates in 
recent years as well as other confounding fac- 
tors, found cameras reduced right-angle crash- 
es that caused injuries by just 15 percent. 

At the same time, the study calculated a 
corresponding 22 percent increase in rear-end 
crashes that caused injuries, illustrating a trade- 
off between the cameras’ costs and benefits. 

The researchers also determined there is no 
safety benefit from cameras installed at inter- 


sections where there have been few crashes 
with injuries. Such accidents actually increased 
at those intersections after cameras went in, 
the study found, though the small number of 
crashes makes it difficult to determine whether 
the cameras were to blame. 

The finding raises questions about why 
the city installed cameras in so many places 
where injury-causing crashes were rare—nearly 
40 percent of the 190 intersections that had 
cameras through 2012, the Tribune found. 

“The biggest takeaway is that overall [the 
program] seems to have had little effect,” said 
Dominique Lord, an associate professor at Tex- 
as A&M University’s Zachry Department of 
Civil Engineering who led the Tribune’s study. 

“So the question now is: If we eliminate a cer- 
tain type of collision and increase the other and 
overall it stays the same, is there an argument 
that it is fair to go with the program?” Lord said. 

Emanuel declined interview requests. His 
top transportation experts acknowledged flaws 
in the city’s statistics but said the Tribune study 
reinforces their own conclusion that cameras 
are helping. 

Chicago ‘Transportation Commissioner 
Rebekah Scheinfeld said the city has never at- 
tempted a deep examination of the effective- 
ness of the program, which has grown to more 
than 350 red light cameras and raised more than 


$500 million in $100 tickets since 2002. She 
said the Emanuel administration is attempt- 
ing to fix a long-standing lack of oversight. 

“So certainly, the study presents an inter- 
esting argument, something that we will be 
considering moving forward,” Scheinfeld 
said. “But the fact is, the important thing I 
want to make sure that we get across here 
is that there are less deaths out there, there 
are less injuries out there and we are very en- 
couraged by that.” 

But a half-dozen traffic engineering ex- 
perts interviewed by the Tribune all agree 
that simple before-and-after comparison 
is not an effective measure. It doesn’t ac- 
count for changes in traffic flow because of 
the economic recession, or the improved 
safety of automobiles or any number of fac- 
tors that have brought down crash numbers 
throughout the nation. 

Ald. Anthony Beale (9th), chairman of the 
Transportation Committee, said the city’s 
numbers come as no surprise: “Those num- 
bers the city uses have never made any sense. 
Of course they are skewing the numbers.” 

“That program needs to be stopped. 
It needs to be frozen to give us time to re- 
evaluate everything,” Beale said. “This is just 
more proof that this entire program is strict- 
ly to generate revenue and always has been.” 


Mayoral hopefuls: 
Suspend program

Chicago mayoral challengers Jesus “Chuy” 
Garcia and Ald. Bob Fioretti (2nd) are call- 
ing for an immediate suspension of the 
city’s red-light camera program. 

Garcia, a Cook County commissioner 
running against Mayor Emanuel in the 
Feb. 24 city election, said Sunday that the 
city should stop ticketing drivers “until the 
red light camera can be justified.” 

“The simple fact is that all the money 
that was received from the red light tickets 
made this administration blind to their im- 
pact on drivers and residents,” Garcia said 
at a news conference. 

In a statement, Fioretti, a city alderman, 
said the cameras were a result of “fraud.” 

“You can’t balance the budget by giving 
away the public trust, and that’s what the 
Emanuel administration has done with 
these cameras,” said Fioretti, who plans to 
hold his own news conference Monday at 
City Hall. “The proof is right here in front 
of us that this system doesn’t work and has 
been a burden on Chicagoans, and I will 
continue to work to lift it by eliminating 
this program.”

It’s one thing to make a mad dash from the train platform to your office’s door dur- 


ing a polar vortex, but surviving winter is not so straightforward for those who earn 


their livelihood outdoors. 


While December has been relatively mild, 
November saw colder-than-normal weather 
and meteorologists are predicting that frigid 
weather will return.

Meteorolgists say this winter is expected to 
be colder than average, similar to last year’s 
winter, which saw nearly a full month of be- 
low-freezing days and popularized the meteo- 
rological term “polar vortex,” which describes 
a pocket of frigid cold air typically found over 
the North Pole and earned Chicago the nick- 
name “Chiberia” 

With Sunday marking the start of the 
hemisphere’s astronomical winter, let the ad- 
vice of these winter warriors help you prepare.

Pressure on N.Y. mayor 
after slaying of 2 cops 


New York Mayor Bill de Blasio faced the big- 
gest crisis of his political career Sunday after a 
gunman killed two police officers in an attack 
intended to avenge recent police killings of 
unarmed black men in the US. Rafael Ramos, 
40, was killed alongside his police partner, 
32-year-old Wenjian Liu. 

New York police officers turned their backs 
on De Blasio in protest and their union said 
the mayor had blood on his hands after Satur- 
day’s shooting, which police said was the work 
of a 28-year-old black man who may have had 
past mental troubles and who warned of his 
intentions on social media. 

The gunman’s Instagram posts indicated he 


had been motivated by the deaths of Michael 
Brown and Eric Garner at the hands of police 
officers. 

De Blasio, elected last year on promise to 
advance civil rights after two decades of tough 
policing helped New York shed its reputation 
for violent crime, was sympathetic to the pro- 
testers who poured into New York’s streets 
after a grand jury declined earlier this month 
to indict the officer who killed Garner in a 
chokehold in July as he resisted arrest. 

The mayor’s stance has led to sometimes 
tense relations with the city’s largest police 
union. Police critics view the mayor as not 
supportive enough at a time of public anger.

More young adults 
now face poverty

New data from the US. Census Bureau paint 

a grim picture for the Millennial generation: 

The recession squeezed them so hard that 

one in five people aged 18-34 lives in poverty, 
compared with just one 
in seven from that age 
group in 1980. 


That’s 13.5 million 
YOUNG Millennials living in 
MO NEY poverty today com- 


pared with 8.4 million 
young adults nearly 35 years ago. 

And there are fewer people in that age 
group relative to the population now, mean- 
ing poverty affects young people in higher 
proportions than it did 30 years ago. 

“T think the economy not creating jobs 
for this age group is responsible for it 
[more] than anything,” said Dan Lesser, 
director of economic justice at the Chicago- 
based Sargent Shriver National Center on 
Poverty Law. 

Lesser’s hunch may be correct. A smaller 
percentage of young adults in that age group 
are employed now than in 1980 (65 percent 
compared with 69 percent), even though 
many more have a college degree (22 percent 


now compared with just 16 percent in 1980). 

“My group of friends all have kids graduat- 
ing from college the past few years,” Lesser 
said. “They’re just not finding jobs, it’s as 
simple as that. Young people [for whom] it 
would have been easy to get jobs in the past 
coming out of a four-year college are not 
finding jobs.” 

In addition, jobs are scarcer now for those 
with only a high school diploma; Lesser also 
pointed out that people are retiring later, 
leaving less room for those on the lower 
rungs of the job ladder. 

Because of those dismal economic pros- 
pects, many Millennials are living with their 
parents—which in turn can skew the poverty 
findings, since poverty generally is measured 
by household rather than by individual. 

The Census found that 43.7 percent of the 
25- to 34-year-olds living with their parents in 
2014 would be under the poverty line if they 
were living on their own—a figure Lesser 
called “startling.” 

A household of one would have to make 
$11,490 per year or less in 2014 to qualify as 
impoverished. That figure does not neces- 
sarily reflect non-wage benefits, such as 
food stamps.
